liant colors are used in a room exactly as a painter puts the fin- 
ishing touches of high lights in a picture. They haxe a magical 
touch, but, like all magical things, must be used with the utmost 
care and restraint. Fortunately, a greater appreciation of the 
value of strong color is evident ever>^ year. In planning the color 
treatment of a room it should be considered as a whole, remem- 
bering that every color introduced will have its effect upon the 
other colors. Far more effect may be obtained by color than by 
ornament. As the effect is greater, ^ greater care should be 
taken in using color in decoration. The first consideTation m 
choosing the color scheme for a room is the exposure of the room. 
If it faces North or East, warm tints should be used— something 
that will give full value to all the light that gets to the room. 



Conversely, a color that absorbs light should be avoided— red 
or (lark blue, for example. The craze for neutral colored back- 
grounds has led us into the fallacy of using a putty col(3r or blend 
in all rooms, regardless of their exposure. This is a pity, since a 
North room so needs the artificial glow from a warm tinted 
background. The .suitable colors for a North or East room are 
tan, buff, brown, rose, apricot or pink, or these combined with 
one another or with a (‘ool tone. The room with the Southern or 
Western exposure recpiires a more neutral toned background- 
gray, putty color, white and black, blue-green, mauve or 
berry; in fact, any shade that has of itself a cool effect. In these 
rooms the purpose is to counteract the excess of sunlight and 
glare and their subsequent effect on the nerves. For color reacts 
on us in an extraordinary way. Too much brilliant color excites 
and tires us and too drab colors give us no stimulus.”

This picture shows all the 
sections on the ground ready for 
erection. They include the floor, 
walls and roof sections of our 
three-room Ready Made House 
No. 55MP22 shown on page 127. 

Every part is perfectly fitted 
and plainly numbered, showing 
just where it belongs. Only two 
men are required to place the 
sections in position. They start- 
ed work at 8 a. m. The ease and 
rapidity with which our Simplex 
Ready Made Houses can be put 
up is shown in this and the 
following pictures, which show 
the progress made in the work 
at intervals of about one and 
one-half hours. 

The first operation of plac- 
ing the sills in position and 
bolting them together requires 
but little time. We furnish 
the joists cut to the proper 
length. They can be dropped into the joist hangers as fast as these are placed along the sills. 

An important part of the work is to make the sills level and straight by carefully lining them up. By using a 
straight edged board with a level on top and by placing this board across the various sills they can be adjusted quickly 
to the proper height. 

This picture, taken an hour and 
a half after work was started, shows 
three sides of the building in posi- , 
tion, part of the interior partitions 
and most of the floor sections set 
in place. 

After the joists are hung in the 
steel stirrups, the floor sections are 
laid over them, being fitted together 
carefully at the joints. The edges of 
the flooring are set back far enough 
from the sills so the wall sections 
can be fitted down into the grooved 
edges of the sills. Nails are not re- 
quired to hold the sections together, 
as they fit into one another with 
tongued and grooved joints. They 
can be held in place temporarily by 
a few braces (see illustration), and 
when all the sections are in position, 
they are drawn firmly together by 
tightening the bolts in the wall plates 
and sills. [ ; 

The doors and windows can be 
hung in their proper places as soon 
as the sections containing their 
frames are put in j^sition. No 
planing or fitting required. 

The spring bolts used in raising and lowering the windows are already in place; mortise locks are fitted in the 
doors and hinges fastened on. 

The wall sections are interchangeable, all being 3 feet wide, consequently, if you want to change the position of 
any window or door in the house you can readily do so by substituting a window or door for any one of the wall 
sections.

UP IN EIGHT HOURS 




By 11 o’clock the entire 
wall and interior partition sec- 
tions have been put in position 
and all the doors and windows 
hung in their frames. 

Thewall sections are bound 
together by placing the grooved 
wall plates along the top and 
bolting them together at the 
corners in the same manner 
as was done to the sills. Then 
the corner boards are fastened 
on with screws, holding the 
wall plates firmly over the wall 
sections. 

Note that no scaffold is 
necessary, as a plank placed 
across the tops of the partitions 
furnishes a foothold in setting 
the parts of the roof in place. 

The illustration shows the 
middle gable section just be- 
ing bolted to the wall plates. 

The outside gable sections 

are next put into position and the ridge pole hung between them. Additional roof supports are hung parallel to the 
ridge pole at the position shown by notches along the upper edges of the triangular gable section. These gable sections, 
roof supports and ridge pole provide a strong framework for supporting the roof sections. 

At 1 o’clock all the wooden roof sections are in place with the verge boards nailed along the edges of the roof. 
These roof sections come in 3-foot widths, and extend from ridge to eaves, being supported at the middle and ends by 
a framework, described above. Half-inch iron bolts with steel clips are used to fasten the roof sections to the ridge 
pole. Iron straps on the inside of the building connect the roof section and the side walls. These bolts and straps are 
spaced 3 feet apart, giving the house great strength and stability.
